After being airlifted to 
hospital, his parents 
were told he might not 
make it through the 
night, but now the 
seven-year-old is making 
remarkable progress and 
is looking forward to 
sounding the horn at the 
start of the mile-long 
walk. 

Step out for Stroke 
walks will take place 
across Wales from May 
to July 2018 to raise 
money for the Stroke 
Association to support 
stroke survivors and 
their families. Last year, 
the Bridgend Step Out 
was the most well- 
attended throughout the 
UK, with over 300 
people gathering to raise 
funds and awareness. 

Stroke is a leading 
cause of disability and 
there are almost 66,000 
people in Wales living 
with the after effects. 

For stroke survivors who 
are taking part it is also 
a celebration of their 
first steps towards 
overcoming the 
challenges of living with 
stroke and regaining 
their independence. 

Nicola, Ollie’s 
mother, said: “He’s very 
excited - this will be our 
third Step Out, and 
we’re always supported 
by his teachers, friends 
and family. 

“After the stroke, he 
was like a newborn baby 
again. But he began 
holding his head up on 
his own and steadily 
learned to eat and talk. It 
was really special when 
he was able to say 
‘Mam’ again.”

NO PASS , NO 
SCHOOL BUS FOR 
BRYNTEG PUPILS 


A ‘NO pass, no travel’ scheme 
is being trialled on Brynteg 
School buses this summer 
term - aiming to improve 
safety on school transport by 
reducing overcrowding. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is piloting the 
scheme - which may also then be 
introduced in other secondary 
schools - as transport contractors 
have reported on numerous 
occasions that the amount of pupils 
boarding their coaches are exceeding 
the number who are eligible. 

This has resulted in vehicles being 
overcrowded, leading to some 
“behavioural issues” on the buses 
and concerns over safety. 

Starting this week, only Brynteg 
School pupils who show a valid 
local authority home-to-school bus 
pass to the driver on every journey 
will be allowed to travel. 

The bus pass must have a valid 
expiry date and the route number 
must match that of the bus they are 


catching. 

Cllr Charles Smith, the council’s 
cabinet member for education and 
regeneration said: “We provide 
home-to-school transport to several 
thousand eligible pupils each day 
across the county borough, but have 
been concerned by safety issues 
reported in relation to overcrowding. 

“Therefore, we are piloting a ‘No 
pass, no travel’ scheme’ this term at 
Brynteg to tackle the problem, and 
would welcome support from parents 
and pupils.”

Any pupil who loses their bus 
pass will be able to ask for a 
temporary 10 day pass from the 
Brynteg school office.

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Councillor highlights 
rising numbers of 
children in foster care 


THE rising 
numbers of 
children going into 
care has been 
branded “a 
national disgrace” 
by a Bridgend 
councillor who is 
urging Ministers to 
“get involved” and 
act on the issue. 

Between 2016-2017, 
the overall numbers of 
children in care across 
Wales increased by 5.5 
per cent. 

Of the 17 local 
authorities that had 
shown increases, seven 
were over 10 per cent, of 
which three were over 
15 per cent and one 
(Anglesey) at 30 per 
cent. 


While Bridgend had 
an increase of 2.2 per 
cent for the year, it was 
the fourth highest in 
Wales for the number of 
looked after children per 
10,000 population. 

At an Overview and 
Scrutiny committee 
meeting at Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) on Monday, 
April 16, officers said 
there were almost 400 
children currently being 
looked after in care 
across the county, the 
majority placed with 
foster carers. 

Speaking at the 
meeting, Cllr Martyn 
Jones who represents the 
Bettws ward, said: 
“Looked after children 
and the factors that are 
involved with it are out 


'Why are council 
tax bills higher 
in Bridgend?’ 


THE Welsh 

Government has 
been asked why 
people in Bridgend 
are having to pay 
higher council tax 
bills at a time when 
council services are 
being cut. 

Caroline Jones, UKIP 
AM for South West 
Wales, asked finance 
secretary Mark 

Drakeford what 

assessment the 

government has made of 
the impact of the tax 
increases on her 
constituents. 

People in Bridgend 
have been hit by a 4.5 per 
cent increase in their 
council tax bills - lower 
than the 4.9 per cent 
increase in Swansea, but 
higher than the 3.7 per 
cent increase in Neath 
Port Talbot. 

Ms Jones said: “At the 
same time as my 
constituents are forced to 
pay these inflation- 
busting rises, wages are 
only rising by half these 
amounts. 

“How can these 
increases be justified 
when services are being 
cut? 

“How can we justify 
asking my constituents to 
pay out more of their 
dwindling income for 
fewer bin collections, 
unrepaired roads, broken 
street lights and service 
cuts?” 

Mr Drakeford said 
democratically-elected 


local authorities are 
responsible for setting 
council tax levels, and 
they are answerable to 
local people for the 
decisions they make. 

He told Ms Jones: 
“The Welsh Government 
has launched a campaign 
to increase the take-up of 
our council tax reduction 
scheme, which supports 
low-income 
households.” 

He said justification 
for the bill increases lies 
in the impact of eight 
years of UK Government 
austerity on public 
service budgets in Wales 
— eight years in which 
the money available to 
the Welsh Government 
and local authorities to 
do vital work has been 
cut. 

Mr Drakeford said: 
“Local authorities of all 
persuasions think very 
hard about the impact 
their decisions have on 
their local population. 

“At least here in 
Wales, the least well-off 
households have the 
comfort of knowing that 
they do not pay council 
tax. 

“Across the border in 
England, over two 
million of the poorest 
households are having to 
make substantial 

contributions for local 
public services - not out 
of their not-rising 
incomes but their frozen 
benefit incomes.”

“It’s been presented to 
us on more than once 
occasion that it’s 
becoming a national 
issue. 

“If we stuck out like a 
sore thumb amongst the 
22 authorities it could be 
asked what are we doing 
locally. However the 
trend is telling us, on a 
national level, the 
numbers of looked after 
children are increasing, 
it’s becoming a national 
problem.” 

He added: “We talked 
about targeted 
intervention in one local 
authority (Neath Port 
Talbot) - is it the current 
practice of Welsh 
Government to firefight 
each authority or is 
somebody down there 
going to stand back and 
say ‘hang on a minute, 
we’ve got an issue 
across Wales here, how 
can we deal with the 
issues and how can we 
support the 22 local 
authorities?’ 

“There are a number 
of ministers that should 
get involved - Vaughan 
Gething in Health, for 
example, Children ’ s 
minister Huw Irranca- 
Davies and Alun Davies, 
the minister for 
communities. 

“It’s a national 
disgrace of the number 
of kids that are going 
into care at the moment, 
it’s absolutely 
disgraceful. This 
conversation could be 
replicated 21 times 
across Wales. 

“This is my fifth year 
in this chamber. For five 
years we have been 
talking about the rising 
numbers and it doesn’t 
seem to be going down, 
it’s only going up.” 

Officers told 


councillors there were a 
number of “early 
intervention” 
programmes in place to 
help tackle the issue. 

The council has 
developed a new ‘Baby 
in Mind’ service that 
focuses on support for 
parents during the pre¬ 
birth period and the first 
six months of a baby’s 
life while the Reflect 
Service is another new 
service which works 
with mothers who have 
had children removed 
from their care. 

In August 2017, a 
Rapid Response Team 
started which involves 
staff offering intensive 
support for a four to six 
week period with the 
main aim of preventing 
children becoming 
looked after or to enable 
them to return home to 
family following a 
period in care. 

Councillors on the 
scrutiny committee 
agreed to write a letter to 
ministers to raise their 
concerns. 

A Welsh Government 
spokesman said: “The 
Welsh Government 
recognises the pressures 
being placed on local 
authorities. 

“That’s why we have 
taken action to 
strengthen early 
intervention and 
preventative action to 
reduce the numbers of 
children coming into 
care. 

“Local authorities 
have a statutory 
responsibility for looked 
after children, and as 
corporate parents should 
be working to reduce 
numbers whilst 
improving outcomes for 
those children already in 
care.”

REPAIRS are progressing well 
on five sports pavilions in 
Bridgend county borough that 
remain closed for repairs 
following severe storm damage 
last month. 

When the ‘Beast from the East’ and 
Storm Emma hit our shores in early 
March, plummeting temperatures 
caused pipes to freeze and burst, 
leading to extensive water damage at 
Cae Gof Bowls Pavilion, Cae Gof 
Sports Pavilion, Felindre Road 
Pavilion, Heol y Cyw Pavilion, 
Llangeinor Pavilion and Llangynwyd 
Pavilion. 

A Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) spokesperson said: 
“Although the sports pitches at each 
site have remained playable, the 
pavilions suffered from damaged 
ceilings, waterlogged walls and 
flooded electrical fittings. 

“Thankfully, the pavilion in 
Llangeinor fared better than most and 
has since re-opened, while workers 
from the council’s building 
maintenance team are making every 
effort to dry out and refurbish the 
Felindre Road Pavilion in Pencoed and 
the Heol Y Cyw Pavilion so that they 
can be back in action in May. 

“The Llangynwyd playing fields 
pavilion on Maesteg Road should be 
dry enough to commence remedial 
works in May which will include 


plastering, ceiling works and painting. 

“Various carpentry work is required 
and electrical fittings also need to be 
reinstated. The pavilion is estimated to 
be ready for use towards the end of 
July if everything goes to plan. 

“In Cefn Cribwr, similar works are 
required at both the Cae Gof Bowls 
Pavilion and the Cae Gof Sports 
Pavilion. A burst pipe in the attic of the 
sports pavilion flooded the two floors 
below, meaning that the ceilings, vinyl 
floor and floor boards all sustained 
significant damage. Both buildings are 
expected to re-open in July. 

“The Cae Gof rugby and football 
pitches are still available to use, while 
the bowls green will be available from 
the beginning of the bowls season.” 

Cllr Richard Young, cabinet 
member for communities, said: “The 
‘Beast from the East’ certainly had 
some bite, with the severe weather 
causing unprecedented damage to a 
number of sports pavilions in the 
county borough in addition to several 
schools. 

“Staff are working hard to make 
these important facilities safe to use 
and back in action as soon as possible, 
and we’d like to thank sports teams 
and regular users of the pavilions for 
their understanding while these vital 
repairs are carried out. We will be 
issuing further updates as the repairs 
progress.”

Developing a hearing 
loss at any stage of life 
can have a profound 
impact, with many

TWO new Extra Care 
developments under 
construction in Maesteg 
and Ynysawdre have been 
named by the local 
community. 

The new schemes, which are 
being built in partnership by Line 
Cymru and Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) will 
provide a total of 45 Extra Care 
apartments for older people. 

Extra Care facilities enable 
tenants to live within their own 
apartments fitted with all the 
equipment they need to remain 
safe and independent, while also 
having on site access to round-the- 
clock support. 

Taking shape on the site of the 
former Maesteg Lower 
Comprehensive, the Maesteg 
scheme will be named ‘Ty 
Llwynderw’. 

It will feature 20 Extra Care 
apartments, 10 residential care 
rooms and a range of communal 
facilities including dining room, 
lounge, laundry room, salon, 
activity rooms and communal 
gardens. The site also includes 17 
bungalows for older people. 

The suggested name was put 
forward by local resident Barry 
Waters in honour of the town’s 


former Llwynderw secondary 
modern school, which he 
attended. 

The Maesteg development is 
being built by Morganstone, while 
Jehu are the contractors working 
on the Ynysawdre scheme which 
will feature 25 Extra Care 
apartments, 15 residential care 
rooms and a range of communal 
facilities. 

The scheme is being developed 
on the site of the former 
Archbishop McGrath School on 
land next to Coleg Cymunedol Y 
Dderwen and the new Brynmenyn 
Primary School. Nineteen 
affordable family homes are also 
being built at the site. 

The public were invited to get 
involved by submitting names for 
the Ynysawdre development that 
were local, modem and Welsh. 

The winning entry to name the 
road was Jayne Taylor’s 
suggestion of ‘Lon Derw’, which 
translates as ‘Oak Lane’. She 
thought of the name because of the 
oak trees which used to grow 
around the old school, and said: “I 
think the name is nice because 
from little acorns, big oak trees 
grow, and that represents the old 
school.” 

Joint winners of the Extra Care 
scheme’s name were Sally Hallett 


and Anne Szopa, who named it 
‘Ty Ynysawdre’. 

Sally said: “We knew this area 
was Ynysawdre Farm before any 
buildings were on it, so we 
decided to stick with that name. It 
will be nice to know that the name 
will live on.” 

Jayne, Sally and Anne each 
won vouchers for their ideas. 

Cllr Phil White, BCBC’s 
cabinet member for social services 
and early help, said: “Extra Care 
facilities are designed to better 
meet people’s changing needs as 
they grow older while making sure 
that they can live independently 
and remain active for as long as 
possible. 

“These two new major 
developments will offer huge 
benefits for local people as part of 
our ongoing plans for modernising 
residential care services.” 

Waiting lists for both new Extra 
Care schemes are now being 
prepared ahead of the facilities 
opening their doors in late 
2018/early 2019. Applicants 
wishing to find out more about the 
eligibility criteria and to add their 
names to the waiting lists are

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Heritage transport weekend 
will remember the old 
days of National Welsh 


A CONVOY of heritage buses will be 
heading for Barry this coming weekend 
(April 28/29) to mark an important 
anniversary 

Forty years ago, in 1978, the then government- 
owned National Bus Company merged several bus 
firms with long histories into a new company: 
National Welsh/Cymru Cenedlaethol. 

The old firms dating from the 1920s, including 
Western Welsh and Red & White, which covered 
almost every village, town and city east from 
Swansea to Hereford and Gloucester, disappeared. 

The state-owned bus companies themselves went 
shortly after 1986, when the Conservative 
government brought in privatisation. 

On Saturday, April 28, a Heritage Road Run will 
be held, taking the old Cheltenham to Cardiff 
express coach route that was a key transport link 
before the days of motorways, and first or second 
Severn Bridge crossings. 

This will see several old classic road coaches run 
in convoy, leaving the site of the old Cheltenham 
Coach Station at 10.30am, arriving in Barry at 
3pm.

On Sunday, April 29, free heritage bus trips will 
be available to the public from the Bus Depot, 
Broad Street in Barry. 

The Cardiff Transport Preservation Group is also 
holding an open day at its restoration base and at its 
secondary store on Barry Dock. 

The group now look after over 100 old buses and 
coaches, some dating back to 1933. 

Mike Taylor, chairman of the Welsh heritage bus 
restoration group, said: “If anyone who has just 
retired wants something useful to do, they can 
come along and see what bus restoration is about. 

“We have also just restored a 28-year-old former 
Cardiff Bus dating from 1990, an early Leyland 
Lynx which our younger volunteers started as a 
team project four years ago. It has just passed its 
MOT, so we hope we can give it its first heritage 
run on the day. 

“We also now have three open top buses, so we 
hope the weather will be kind to us - the free trips 
will be running throughout Sunday, 10.30am to 
4.30pm. Details are on our website: ctpg.co.uk” 

Jonathan Radiy, organiser of the Saturday Road 
Run, heritage coach owner and former employee, 
said: “I started work with National Welsh. It was a 
great business where public service came first. 

“So, we are re-enacting the Number 620 coach 
route from Cheltenham, along the old National 
Express route via Gloucester, Chepstow and 
Newport to Cardiff and will continue to Barry, 
ready for the Sunday. 

“We are looking at half a dozen old heritage 
coaches, some from the 1960s, running in convoy, 
much as they did in the old days.

Mike continued: “Our biggest event of the year 
is on June 10, the Barry Island Festival of 
Transport, but the Running Day event has proved 
very popular with local people - mums and dads 
and children as well as the transport enthusiast.”

PLAID CYMRU 
says that Wales will 
not receive payment 
for mud dumped off 
the Welsh coast 
from Hinkley Point 
nuclear site. 

In a statement by the 
Welsh Goverment 
following a question by 
Mid and West AM Simon 
Thomas, it stated that no 
payment is made to 
Welsh coffers for 
sediment disposed of at 
the Cardiff Grounds 
disposal site. 

No payment will be 
received at the point of 
deposit. 

There is a fee for the 
determination of the 
Marine Licence to gain 
permission to carry out 
the activity, but not for 


the activity itself. 

The Plaid Cymru 
Shadow Cabinet 

Secretary for Energy, 
Climate Change and 
Rural Affairs, Mr 
Thomas said: “It seems 
unlikely that the mud 
from Hinkley 

construction is 

dangerous, but it is still 
being dumped in Welsh 
waters. Despite being a 
£20bn project, Wales 
does not get a penny for 
nuclear waste in our seas. 

“This lack of control 
over our resources and 
shores means our 
potential is being held 
back by Westminster. 

“Even if I dispose of a 
fridge there is a charge 
paid to the local council, 
so shouldn’t the same 
principle apply to the 
nuclear industry?”

DOCUMENTS and papers of a women’s 
rights campaigner, whose work helped to 
set international standards for gender 
equality have been deposited with 
Glamorgan Archives. 

Her biographer, Dr Jean Silvan Evans, said: 
“Audrey Jones from the Vale was among the 30,000- 
plus women who streamed into Beijing for the 
historic 1995 United Nations World Conference on 
Women, networking, lobbying and rewriting to 
shape the Beijing Platform for Action, seen as a 
watershed in mainstreaming gender equality. 

“She was the long-time chair and founder member 
of Wales Assembly of Women, and travelled the

world to represent the group at UN conferences on 
women’s rights and was central to women’s rights 
campaigns in Wales. 

“She regularly represented the Assembly at the 
annual New York sessions of the UN Commission on 
the Status of Women (CSW) to review progress on 
the Beijing Platform and took part in the major 
conferences Beijing+5 (2000) and Beijing+10 
(2005).” 

Audrey’s documents - six whole crates of them - 
were deposited by Dr Jean Silvan Evans, of 
Peterston-super-Ely, who recorded Audrey’s life and 
achievements for the Dictionary of Welsh 
Biography, the national database of people in Wales 
who have made a significant contribution to national 
life. 

Dr Silvan Evans said: “She first made her mark as 
an inspirational teacher and an uncompromising 
advocate of girls’ education and the ‘Sisterhood and 
After’ archive holds a video clip of Audrey in 
typically animated fashion commenting on the 
sexism evident in exam questions of the time, as well 
as a summary of her six-hour audio interview. 

“For 30 years, she taught at St Cyres 
Comprehensive School, Penarth, rising to deputy 
head, a distinction gained by few women in 1980s 
comprehensives. Committed to challenging sexism 
in education, she encouraged girls to study science 
and maths. 


Women established the Audrey Jones Awards for 
Research by Women in her honour. 

The awards are coordinated by Dr Jane Salisbury, 
who said: “Audrey always stressed the importance 
of research that could illuminate the lives of women 
and girls. She understood that hard evidence could 
inform policies and underpin campaigns that 
properly enhance women’s rights. 

“The Audrey Jones Awards honour this and ensure 
that new data and analyses on contemporary 
women’s lived experience in Wales reaches a wider 
public.” 

This year’s Audrey Jones Awards will be 
presented at Wales Assembly of Women annual 
conference when two women researchers will talk 
about their work. 

Dr Rosie O’Driscoll will talk about women who 
choose not to have children: ‘Othering - Taking the 
M out of Mothering’; and Dr Claire Evans will share 
her findings on the topic: ‘Are Gender and Low Pay 
Synonymous in Wales?’ 

Wales Assembly of Women annual will be held at 
Cardiff University School of Social Sciences, 
Cardiff, CF10 3WT on Saturday, April 28, 
10am-3.30pm. Attendance, to include lunch, is £12.

“Audrey came to live in Wales in the 1950s when 
her late husband Hugh Jones took over transport 
logistics for international chemical company Dow 
Corning and the family settled in Dinas Powys. 

“As devolution loomed, she was an ardent 
campaigner in the powerful movement of women’s 
groups that combined to persuade the new National 
Assembly to commit to equal opportunity and she 
took to the streets in the drive to get the Labour Party 
to adopt constituency twinning to ensure gender 
equality in Labour representation in the first 
Assembly.” 

Professor Jackie Jones, chair of Wales Assembly 
of Women, said: “Audrey was a real pioneer. She 
was there in the early days travelling the world to 
champion women’s rights. I am delighted her papers 
are now in the Archives where so many others can 
share them.” 

Audrey died in 2014 and Wales Assembly of

GEM posted a story -

A S the credits 
began to roll 
on 2008’s 
Iron Man, there 
were a smattering 
of people who 
didn’t stand up, 
and stayed firmly 
in their seats. 

As the final credits 
rolled up the screen, the 
patience of audiences 
was rewarded as Robert 
Downey Jr’s Tony 
Stark, fresh from 
defeating business rival 
and part-time 
megalomaniac Obadiah 
Stane and announcing to 
the world that he was 
Iron Man, was met by 
Samuel F Jackson’s 
Nick Fury, who 
informed he was “... 
part of a bigger 
universe” and that he 
wanted to discuss 
something called the 
“Avenger initiative”. 

If you were in the 
know, then it was likely 
you had an inkling of 
what could be coming, 
but the plans for a larger 
Marvel universe were 
tied up in the success 
(or failure) of Iron Man 
and the summer’s other 
Marvel offering, The 
Incredible Hulk. 

Suffice to say, they 
delivered (the former, 
it’s fair to say, more 
than the latter) and now, 
10 years later, we are at 
the beginning of the end 
of the first chapter of 
the Marvel Cinematic 
Universe (or MCU to 
save me typing any 
more than I have to) as 
we prepare for the 
release of Avengers:

juggernaut slowing 
down. Films are 
planned up until 2021, 
new characters making 
their way from comic 
book page to screen 
and, of course, the hot 
topic of, assuming all 
proceeds as planned, the 
Marvel characters 
owned by 20th Century 
Fox (including the X- 
Men and Fantastic 
Four ) entering the 
Marvel universe once 
Disney and Fox sign, 
seal and deliver the 
former taking over the 
latter. 

What has made 
Marvel so good at what 
they have done is the 
boldness of their 
choices. To have the 
chutzpah to create a 
universe of characters 
under one umbrella had 
never been done before 
(the closest hint we had 
was Batman telling 
Robin: “This is why 
Superman works alone” 
in Batman & Robin ), 
but to then roll it out as 
they have done, with 
seemingly seamless 
narrative planning and 
foreshadowing, has 
been incredible to 
watch. 

Similarly, they have 
made directorial choices 
that may have seemed 
strange at the time, but 
have paid huge 
dividends (Kenneth 
Branagh tackling Thor, 


Shane Black taking on 
Iron Man 3, James 
Gunn on Guardians of 
the Galaxy and the 
Russo brothers, 
directors of comedies, 
tackling two Captain 
America films and the 
two upcoming Avengers 
films). 

Of course, there have 
been missteps ( Iron 
Man 2 did too much 
heavy-lifting when it 
came to building the 
universe, Thor: The 
Dark World was a dull 
and leaden affair) but 
they have been easily 
outweighed by the 
triumphs, all of this 
culminating, no doubt, 
in an Infinity War to 
remember as Thanos 
(the purple guy from the 
post-credits scene of 
The Avengers for those 
who aren’t keeping too 
close an eye on 
proceedings) aims to 
collect the infinity 
stones to control the 
universe with only, 
seemingly, every 
Marvel hero intent on 
stopping him. 

There will be 
destruction, there will 
be death - and there 
will no doubt be scale 
on an unprecedentedly 
humungous scale - as 
Marvel starts to close 
one door and creak open 
another to take their 
brand to new and 
exciting places.

He 
does have weekly speech therapy, but has no 
problem communicating with his friends. He wears 
a boot on his right foot for support because he has 
sensory issues after the stroke - but this won’t stop 
him from running, hopping or skipping for the 
mile. 

Nicola added: “Step Out is a great chance for us 
to be around other people who’ve been through a 
similar experience to us, and it feels like a little 
community. It’s a really feel-good day.” 

Margaret Street, director at the Stroke 
Association in Wales, said: “Stroke strikes in an 
instant and causes more disabilities than any other 
condition. 

“It’s a real inspiration to see Ollie taking on this 
walking challenge to raise vital funds to support 
other stroke survivors.

Mr Egan said that on 
January 31, police were 
on duty in the Pyle area 
at 2am when they 
spotted Chard driving a 
Renault Clio and 
indicated that they 
wanted him to stop. 

“But he didn’t and 
there was a dangerous 
driving incident for 30 
minutes,” said Mr Egan. 

On more than one 
occasion, he said, he 
went through red lights, 
drove at high speed, 
went the wrong way 
around the roundabout 
and drove into the rear 
of a police car, and 
drove off. 

An officer suffered 
whiplash injuries, had 
to go to hospital and 
ended up taking 
painkillers. 

Several police 
vehicles took part in the 
chase and at 2.30am, a 
stinger was set across 
the road and Chard and 
his vehicle were 


stopped and he was 
arrested. 

Mr Egan said he 
smelled of cannabis and 
had three wraps of the 
drug on him. He said 
the drugs were for 
personal use. In the 
past, the court heard, he 
had been fined for 
driving without due care 
and attention. 

His barrister, Gareth 
Morley, said that tests 
showed that Chard had 
not been driving under 
the influence of drugs. 
He said he told the 
police he had panicked. 

He pointed out that 
Chard did not collide 
intentionally with the 
police car, but through 
bad driving and he 
wished to apologise to 
the injured officer. 

He added that he 
failed to appear in court 
earlier this year, simply 
because he “buried his 
head in the sand”.
